Declare “war”

The role of the faculty in selection of 
administrators as outlined in the 
Faculty Manual of Sacramento State Col- 
lege states that the role of the faculty 
is consultative and that they should elect 
a faculty committee charged with making 
recommendations as soon as it is clear 
that a vacancy will occur, The com- 
mittee, to be composed of faculty members 
and one student, is to have the opportunity 
to interview the most qualified candidates 
and submit a list of not less than three 
candidates to the chancellor's office. 

In a letter from Chancellor Dumke 


The Academic Senate, in its meeting 
Wednesday, moved to continue the pro- 
cedures it had informed Chancellor Dumke 
it would use in the selection of a suc- 
cessor to President Johns, despite a con- 
flicting proposal from Dumke. 

In a letter sent to the Chancellor on 
April 24, 1969 the Academic Senate 
notified him that they had already 
established a (Campus Presidentia! 
Selection Committee.

dated May 2, 1969 the Chancellor notified 
the Academic Senate that the procedures 
used in the search for a president had 
been somewhat modified. 


According to the new procedures, a 
“rainbow committee’’ comprised of three 
faculty members, a representative of the 


Advisory Board, two members of the 
Board of Trustees, a State College 
President, Chancellor Dumke, and his 


assistant Dr. Keene will be used to help 
the Chancellor select a candidate to 
recommend to the Trustees from among 
those candidates nominated. 


Another new procedure which the 
chancellor instituted makes it possible 
for new candidates to be freely proposed 
t the “rainbow committee” level as well 
as at the Campus Selection Committee 
level. 

The consensus shared by the Senate 
was that the new proposals would augment 
the Chancellor’s power in selecting a new

president while at the same time 
diminishing the faculty's power. Several 
amdendments were offered to change the 


Chancellor’s proposals. 

Marc lt, Tool, Professor of t conomics, 
said that the Senate shouldn't amend the 
chancellor’s proposals, that by doing so 
they would allow him to see how much he 
could get away with. Ile also suggested 
that they get an acting president appointed 
before May 15, the date on which!’ resident 
Johns is reportedly leaving. 

The term “war’’ popped up on several 
occasions to desc ribe possible action, with 
Emanuel Gale, Professor of Social Work, 
declaring ‘‘l move to declare war on the 
chancellor.”’ 

The motion passed unanimously, and the 
Academic Senate has now officially 
rejected the ‘rainbow committee’’ 
proposal of the chancellor, and a state of 
war apparently exists. ‘Somebody shouid 
have warned Dumke about our Academic 
Senate.

Editorial 
Directing the college 
involves students too 


Issue: Students have an invaluable role to play in governing the 
university. 














The external governing of the American system of higher educa- 
has too long been the private preserve of remote and unsophisti- 
cated boards of trustees. 

The internal progression of the system, on the other hand, has 
traditionally been handled by a faculty reluctant to challenge anti- 
quated and unresponsive academic customs. This reluctance is rein- 
forced by a unique system of guaranteed employment (the tenure sy stem) 
and an unwritten tradition that no teacher challenges the ability of a 
feilow educator. 

How many teachers have you seen in your classroom or lecture hall, 
other than your own? How many trustees have you seen visiting this 
campus in the last year” 

it is to be sincerely hoped that the departmental convocations on 
campus today will somehow work to change all that. 

The time has come, the hour is late, for students to be given a part, 
certainly not the only part, in making decisions that affect them more 
than any other group on campus. 

It is specious to argue against student involvement in the internal 
and external decision making of the university by claiming that the 
majority of students are disinterested in such a role. 

The events at San Francisco State, Columbia and around the country 
should be incentive enough. Students must be included as soon as: 
possible, even if they must be dragged into involvement screaming 
and yelling. They are needed. 

This is not to say students should be the sole power block on campus. 
The argument for tota! student dominance is irrational as is the con- 
tention that those who pay for an institution should have no say in its 
direction. Equally as foolish is the idea that students know as much 
about a field as a professor with years of training. 

The point remains, however, that students have access to insights into 
education and its problems that trustees, faculty members and the 
general public do not pussess. 

The departmental convocations today are a small step towards using 
those insights as a creative resource. Placing students on depart- 
mental committees is another. 

It is then certainly in the interests of students to make good use 
of the meetings scheduled for today. It is our foot in the door, so to 
speak. 

But more still, it is in the interests of the faculty to make the 
convocations hoestly producti Dishonesty and dragging of feet to 
evade issues will only work inst them later. 

Unlike the students, the faculty has a great deal to lose.

Pacifists are hit 
for draft attack 


Editor, The Hornet: 


These pacifist clichémongers 
have been repeating their absurd 
incantations so long for the last 
few years that large numbers of 
people have been taking them 
seriously. I suppose that it’s 
because that those who know better 
are reluctant to believe that 
pacifists really take themselves 
seriously, and figure that at any 
rate no one else will thus have 
up to now defaulted on their obli- 
gations to set things straight. 

An example of this drivel is 
the letter to the Hornet by a Mr. 
Kurt Hanselmann which appeared 
April 25. 


He says that ‘‘This nation has 
already lost sight of an open demo- 
cratic society..."" when it started 
issuing draft cards. He goes on 
and says. ‘‘What is the meaning 
of such words as ‘democracy’ and 
‘freedom’ in a society in whicha 
young man must surrender his 
rights as a human being, enter an 
institution whose sole reason for 
being is the perpetuation of war 
and the destriction of other 
societies, and commit the most 
degrading of all crimes in the 
human experience — murder.” 


It is apparent that the main 
thrust of his agony is not so much 
that voung people are drafted into 
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the military, but that the United 
States even has a military insti- 
tution. Thus Mr. Hanselmann, in 
the name of “freedom” and 
“democracy” would deny a demo- 
cracy the right of self defense, 
since by definition a defense 
against attack would involve killing 
and the ‘‘destruction of other 
societies "’ 


kt is rather interesting to see 
pacifists, in the name of freedom 
and democracy, join those who 
adhere to the enemy’s cause 
the New Left; as they 
say: “‘Ho, Ho, Ho Chi Minh; the 
N.L.F. will surely win!’’) in 
undermining our country’s will to 
persevere in resisting the world- 
wide totalitarian revolutionary 
movement, which if unopposed 
wodld result in the destruction of 
democracy in the United States, 
which is pecisely what the New 
Left wants (they call it, ‘bringing 
down the establishment.’’) 


There is nothing inherently 
self-preserving about a demo- 
cracy. To insure its survival it 
needs a military establishment. 
One way to maintain one is the 
draft. That it is the best, most 
efficient way under present cir- 
cumstances is certainly debatable. 
However, to question a country’s 
right to use the draft when neces- 
sary is to question the country its 
rights of self preservation.

An impromptu survey 
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Does television fan the flames of racial unrest? 


How would you respond to the 
question of whether or not tele- 
vision is actually responsible for 
sparking race riots’? 

Apparently, opinions on this 
topic vary enormously evenamong 
students at Sacramento State 
College who are preparing to enter 
the field of television broadcasting, 
as an impromptu survey conducted 
by this writer recently revealed. 
Students in Gene Stebbins’ 
criticism of broadcasting class re- 
sponded to this query witha cross- 
section of answers ranging from 
“Yess!! It does,’’ to ‘No — I feel 
the individuals involved in race 
riots act on their own. The riots 
are not stimulated by the TV 
coverage. They are a product of 
their environment, TV has no effect 
on their actions.’’ 

Just as members of the tele- 
vision broadcasting industry 
themselves are divided over the 
issue of whether or not this form 
of news coverage contributes to 
racial unrest, the SSC students who 
will be the experts of tomorrow 
have opposing ideas and strong 
arguments to present in favor of 
both sides. 

Most of this sample class, how- 
ever, seemed to be in agreement 
that television has been a 
prominent educational factor in 
showing minority groups what they 
are missing in terms of middle 
class living, and what they can do 
about changing that situation. 


Stebbins asserted in an interview 
with the Hornet, that TV has con- 
tributed greatly to the ‘‘massive 
resentment and _ hostility’ that 
minority groups are now dis- 
playing. He qualified this state- 
ment, however, by adding that he 
felt the riots which have occurred 


in the past would have taken place 
without the influence of television 
coverage, 

**I don’t think you have to report 
news on a one to one relation- 
ship. . .and I would object to anvone 
Saying you ought to.’’ This was 
Stebbins’ reply to the question of 
whether TV coverage has recent 
allotted too much time to the 
problem of civil rights, 
other current events too much, To 
those who would complain that T\ 
is too apt nowadays to favor cover- 
age of the ‘‘sensational’’ part of 
civil rights movements, Stebbins 
affirms that this is, in fact, the 
inescapable duty of television. 

‘There is no such thing as 
complete objectivity.’’ Stebbins 
Said, because the reporter’s true 
feelings about his subject matter 
will inevitably be revealed in some 
manner, even if in a very subtle 
voice insinuation or choice of 
words. But according to him. 
“the whole question boils down 
to what is the function of the news 
reporter?’’ Stebbins holds that his 
job is not to “‘report that 20,000 
people were sleeping quietiy in 
their homes, but to tell about the 20 
who were involved in the riot.’ 


Stebbins also said that as a re- 
sult of the increased interest in 
civil rights for minority groups 
lateiy, the television broadcasters 
“are far more conscious of their 
cover of minority riots.”’ By 
‘ennai he meant broad- 
casters are more attentive and 
perhaps even more involved as 
a result of their awareness of this 
newsworthy topic. 

Thus, after consulting with both

with the American Cancer Society. 
Educating the public, clerical help, 
learning as much as possible about 
cancer, arranging panel dis- 
cussions, and meeting guests are 
a part of Kosemary’s work with 
the society. 

Rosemary finds her work most 
rewarding when she sees people 
becoming more aware of the 
disease than they used to be, The 
society has helped to remeve the 
stigma attached to cancer, to help 


make it a preventable disease 
through education, 
Students may feel it is not 


important for them to know about 
cancer because it strikes most 
frequently with increasing age, 
But they should know it can strike 
at any age, at any time, 

Cancer today is treated by sur- 
gery, X-rays, radioactive 
substances and various drugs, 
chemicals and hormones, Many 
cancers can be cured if detected 
early in their development. 

Research has proven that lung 
cancers are caused by cigarette 
smoking and most skin cancers 
by frequent overexposure todirect 
sunlight. Both can be prevented by 
avoiding their causes. 


Your own decision 


Dr, Jack E, Hansma, chairman 
of the Health Science Department 
at SSC, wrote ‘‘Health Highlights’ 
to give students the facts about 
cigarette smoking so that they 
could make up their own minds 
after the facts were presented to 
them. 
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‘“‘Lung cancer is so dis- 
couraging,”’ said Dr, Hansma, 
*‘only 55 out of 6] patients survive, 
li is also becoming more frequent 
among women, Thirty years ago 
only prostitutes smoked.’’ Today 
there are 4000 new smokers per 
day, 

In his health classes, Dr. 
Hansma stresses the complexity 
of cancer which makes research 
difficult to find a cure, The myth 
that concer is one disease is false, 
said Dr. Hansma, There are 200 
to 300 different types of cancer 
which makes it difficult to find 
a cure, Fiftee nousand new 
agents are tested each year to try 
and synthesize a drug that will 
prove beneficial, The complexity 
of the disease makes it extremely 


difficult to control, 

Students can best prevent 
cancer by learning about it and 
watching for the warning signals: 
1) unusual bleeding or discharge; 
2) a lump or thickening in the 
breast or elsewhere; 3) a sore 
that does not heal; 4) change in 
bowel or bladder habits; 5) hoarse- 
ness or cough; 6) indigestion or 
difficulty in swallowing; 7) change 
in size or color of a wart or 
mole; 8) unintended loss of weight, 
continued unexplained fever, or 
feeling of weakness; and 9) per- 
sistent headache, sinus, difficulty 
in vision, 

If the signal lasts longer than 
two weeks, the American Cancer 
Society recommends you goto your 
doctor to learn if it means cancer. 


Dumke assures quality 
in college education 


Statement by Chancellor Glenn 
S. Dumke in reference to remarks 
by Regent Frederick G. Dutton 
at the Regents meeting April 18 
in Berkeley. 


LOS ANGELES —- ‘In making 
his critical remarks about State 
College degrees today, Regent 
Frederick G, Dutton inadvertently 
complimented our realistic pro- 
grams for accommodating minor- 
ity students. We are proud of our 
hard-fought-for and expanding 
capabilities to meet the valid 
educational needs of these, im- 
portant young people. 


“I regret, however, that Regent 
Dutton permitted himself the in- 
accuracy of referring to a degree 
from The California State Colleges 
as ‘second class’ on the basis o 
our admittedly broader admission 
policies, 


‘Regent Dutton voices the com- 
mon misconception that difference 
in admission standards implies 
difference in quality of students 
admitted. In actuality, different 
admission standards result only 
from different aims. 

“UC, admission standards, for 


example, are designed primarily 
to identify students with research 
and graduate professional school 
goals. The State Colleges’ ad- 
mission standards are established 
primarily to accept those students 
who will fill major roles in busi- 
ness, industry, agriculture, gov- 
ernment, and education in the State. 


‘‘Mr. Dutton also ignores the 
fact that a great many students 
choose a State College (regard- 
less of rank in their graduating 
class) for a wide range of reasons, 
such as a curriculum more closely 
adapted to their needs, proximity 
to homes and jobs and personal 
finances. 


“I wish to point out that cer- 
tain of the educationally disadvan- 
taged students we accommodate 
under our broader admissions 
Standards may need assistance to 
‘catch up’. And, if they do need 
assistance, we have strong pro- 
grams to provide it. But, once 
they are on their way they join 
all other undergraduate students 
in competing for the same quality 
degree offered by all other highly- 
regarded colleges and universities 
in this State.’’

“The Birthday Party : °’ 
a kind of x-ray, negative of life

For creating a kind of menace 
that intrigues the audience, not 
murder mysteries with tangible 
threats of death, but in ambiguous 
situations, Harold Pinter is famous 
for his unusual and unique plays. 
His ‘Birthday Party” is being 
performed at Sacramento State 


College through May 10 in the 
Little Theatre. 
‘Birthday Party’ belies the 


happy connotations of its title. 
The paradox of a rather gay party 
underlined by sinister presences 
about to wreak havoc on the birth- 
day boy, makes up the taut drama 
of Pinter’s play. 

Two characters arrive for the 





hero, but Pinter does not tell the 
audience why these same two men 
are seeking their hero, nor does 
he attempt to explain what the hero 
has done, The menace is the threat 
against the hero, but it is not made 
concretely. The audience, conse- 
quently, makes up the hero’s guilt, 
and his subsequent punishment. 

The sinister element that 
underlies many of Pinter’s plays 
is developed through a lack of 
exposition, and a refusal to define 
motivation. This helps to make 
Pinter unique and controversial. 
The audience is often confused 
because it wants specific know- 
ledge, or it is intrigued because 
it can fill in the holes, Fither 
way, Pinter stimulates, and this 
technique heips to make him an

is 4 menace in his plays, he cannot 
be called a writer of theatre of 
cruelty, He is his own man, 
He does not have the social 
interest of a John Osborne, or 
the social passion of an Arnold 
Wesker. An examination of bis 
plays reveals little social com- 
mentary that can be tied down. 
Of all the playwrights now prac- 
ticing, Pinter offers the least in 
specific statement. He seems 
to have no arrow to shoot, or soap 
box on which to stand. He merely 
presents the skeleton of a play, 
and allows the audience to flesh 
it,’’ states Gerald Larson, director 
of the production, and professor 
of speech at SSC. 


This approach to drama can- 
not necessarily be placed in the 
category of avant-garde theatre 
as it is known now. There is 
no absurdity in the ‘‘Birthday 
Party.’’ There is laughter, some- 
times light, sometimes strained, 
but the underlying tone is dark. 
There is no expressionistic or 
surrealistic character; it is in 
the plainness of dress, the stale- 
ness of environment that Pinter 
hides his poison gas, 


Larson asks the audience to 
“imagine a set in hues of grey; 
imagine peopie dressed in mono- 
chrome, Imagine the whole play 
as a kind of x-ray, seeing the 
negative of life. The anatomy 
is there, the bones, the viens, 
the muscles; but the image is 
one of man. Man is the image, 
and that man could be you or you 
or you,”

The class was a seminar on the 
1968 Presidential Election. The 
only project of the class was an 
oral and written report from each 
person. The two instructors never 
told the class what was required 
or how the reports would be graded.

week of the semester. Recently 
Dr. Tool handed it back and said 
it was unsatisfactory for an upper 
division class, He never before 
said what he thought would be 
satisfactory for an upper division 
class. 

Because Dr, Thompson and Dr, 
Tool did not establish criteria for 
the semester project or tell the 
class how they would be graded, 
and because I handed in a paper 
which I considered (and still con- 
sider) good, I think that I should 
be awarded a ‘‘B’’ instead of the 
“D’’ grade that I received. If 
you can help me in this, I would 
be very grateful. Also, if you 
know of an established grievance 
procedure whereby I would get 
a hearing on my complaint, please 
let me know about it.

Using these general 
standards of quality, we attempted 
evenhandediy to appraise Miss 
Carlison’s work. We believe she 
received the grade her work war- 
ranted, 

If Miss Carlson has been get- 
ting B’s for the quality of work 
she turned in to us, we have a 
serious institutional problem. 

As to an appeal, we would be 
glad to have Miss Carlson sub- 
mit her paper to an appropriate 
committee of our colleagues who 
might bring tothe matter a broader 
perspective. It is unlikely that we 
would change the grade, since 
after a review of our earlier judg- 
ment, we believe 4 proper 
assessment was made. 

We support efforts to reform 
the grading system but we feel 
we have no right to abandon present 
policy (including assigning D 
grades) until and unless these 
policies are revised.

May Wth has been declared 
International Boycott Safeway Day, 
In nearly every major city in the 
US, farmworkers and their sup- 
porters will be picketing and leaf- 
leting Safeway stores. 


The farm workers’ struggle for 
justice is in its fourth year, but 
their struggle can no longer be 
fought in the fields, Their strikes 
are being broken by the illegal use 
of strike-breakers from Mexico. 
The farm workers are excluded 
from coverage under Federal laws 
which assure and protect the rights 
of workers to organize and bar- 
gain collectively, Their pickets 
have been restricted by court in- 
junctions which leave them ineffec- 
tive. The farm workers’ only 
weapon is the boycott of fresh table 
grapes, They are asking people to 
boycott Safeway because Safeway is 
the largest single buyer of fresh 
grapes from the Guimarra Cor- 
poration, where the boycott began 
a year ago. 

Safeway has a vested interest 
in keeping the farm workers un- 
organized. Many of the members 
of the board of directors own some 
of the grape vineyards in 
the country. Safeway has said that 
it will base its decision on the 
consumers, It is the hope of the 
farm workers, that Safeway, by not 
handling table grapes, will help 
bring the grape growers to 
negotiate a justice settlement of 
the dispute. Farm workers are 
asking people to support them by 
picketing Safeway store May 10th, 
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1 p.m. to 6 p.m, Here in Sac- 
ramento you can call 446-6560 for 
information on what you can do to 
support the farm workers,

Abolish SSC Grades."’ outlining the 
three proposals to be submitted for 
faculty vote on May [2th was clear 
and concise for the most part, but 
contained one erroneous statement 
concerning proposal #2, The er- 
roneous paragraph stated: ‘“The 
new ratings (‘eredit’’ and 
‘‘passed’’) would only be used to 
show that a student had passed the 
course in cases where his perfor - 
mance was below what is now con- 
sidered ‘C’ level.”” Kt would be 
true only under proposal #1 that 
the ‘‘Credit’’ grade might re- 
flect achievemem below ‘'C”’ 
under present standards. 


In both proposals, the tech- 
nical, academic penalty now 
awarded for ‘‘D’’ and ‘‘}"’ grades 
is deleted and no credit is 


awarded toward the degree. The 
loss of time and lack of academic 
credit is considered to be the ap- 


propriate ‘‘penalty’’ for failing to 
meet minimum levels of con 
petence, These assumptions are 
central to each of the new pro- 
posals,

jor way: Proposal #1 (H,CR,NC 
and TI) awards no grade points and 
will require the development of 
alternate ways to make admini- 
strative decisions (e.g., for mem- 
bership in organizations, honors);

CR,and P) maintains the present 
grade points and meaning for the 
grades A,B,C, as well as the pre- 
sem CR (credit without grade) and 
P (pass-fail) policies.
